WASHINGTON, Aug. 22—Sen- 
ator John F. Kennedy returned 
to Washington early today, con- 
vinced by his first major cam- 
Ppaign swing that he can carry 
traditionally Republican middle 
western farm states in the No- 

vember presidential election. 

After a two-day trip into Mis- 
souri, Iowa and Nebraska, the 
presidential candidate predicted 
that Democratic plans for deal- 
ing with the problem of rising 
farm surpluses and declining in- 
come ‘will be indorsed by the 
farmers of the midwest.”’ 

Kennedy spent much of yester- 
day at a Democratic farm con- 
ference in Des Moines, la., 
where he and other Democrats 
attacked Republican handling of 
the complex agricultural issue. 
Sixteen states were represented 
at the two-day meeting. 

Theme of the Democratic at- 
tack was that Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon, the Republi- 
can presidential nominee, must 
share the blame for agricultural | 
policies of Secretary of Agri- 
culture Ezra Taft Benson that 
have caused widespread) dissatis- 
faction among farmers. 

Briefings on SAC. 

Before the farm meeting, Ken- 
nedy received. secret briefings 
on operations of the Stategic Air 
Command at its headquarters 
near Omaha, Nebr. On the first 
day ot his 2100-mile trip, the New 
Englander stopped in Indepen- 
dence. Mo., where former Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman, a pre- 
convention critic of Kennedy, 
promised to help in his cam- 
paign. 

Kennedy told reporters he felt 
his trip had been ‘‘most useful 
and worthwhile.”’ His prediction 
that he and his vice-presidential 
running mate, Senator Lyndon 
B. Johnson, can carry the 
usually Republican farm states, 
runs counter to the feeling of 
some Democrats and the show- 
ing of some polls. 

Several 
told the 
party ‘‘was 
Middle West. 

Newspaper polls in both lowa 
and South Dakota recently 
showed Nixon leading Kennedy 
by substantial margins. In South 
‘Dakota the Republican held a 
lead of nearly two to one. In 
Iowa the margin was much 
smaller.

The possibility that a sharp 
increase in cases of infectious 
hepatiiis in St. Louis county over 
the last three years may be re- 
lated to the gross pollution in 
Gravois and Coldwater creeks 
was suggested today by Dr. C. 
Howe Eller, county health com- 
missioner, 

The disease, an inflammation 
of the liver that may result in 
serious and permanent damage 
to liver tissue, appeared in 23 
cases in the first seven months 
of this vear, Dr. Eller 
There were nine last year 
three in 1958. 

Dr. Eller, as well as the presi- 
dents of the St. Louis County 
and the St. Louis. Medical So- 
cieties, has indorsed the Metro- 
politan Sewer District’s proposal 
to enclose all sewage in Cold- 
water and Gravois creek water- 
sheds in sanitary trunk sewers.

The rapid population growth 
of St. Louis county has greatly 
aggravated the problem of sew- 
age disposal and has forced the 
dumping of raw sewage into the 
two creeks, by-passing existing 
overloaded treatment plants in 
the areas, said L. J. Stiers, chair- 
man of the board of the Metro- 


The population of the Cold- 
water watershed was 67,000 in 
1955. It is now 110,000 and will 
to 200,000 by 
1980, he said. 

‘‘In the Gravois creek area, 
there were 29,300 citizens in 
1950—today there are 65,000,"’ he 
said. ‘‘We must enable the 
Metropoliton Sewer District to 
build adequate sewers for the 
health and safety of all our 
citizens.”’

SAN JOSE, Costa Rica, Aug. 
22—The United States has pre- 
pared charges that Cuba is set- 
ting up school for Communist 
agitators and guerrilla fighters 
intended to spread the Com- 
munist revolution throughout 
Latin America. 

Secretary of State Christian 
A. Herter was expected to pre- 
sent the new accusation later 
today to the American foreign 
ministers just opening a con- 
ference that will deal mainly 
with the mounting dispute be- 
tween the United States and 
Cuba, 

The United States will specify 
that the Communist training pro- 
gram is being carried on through 
‘‘an international work brigade’’ 
established recently in Cuba 
‘‘with the support of the Soviet- 
sponsored World Federation of 
Democratic Youth.”’ 

A second charge ready for 
presentation by the United States 
delegation is that the Cuban gov- 
ernment ‘‘has opened the assault 
on the remaining vestige of in- 
dividual freedom in Cuba — re- 
ligious freedom.” 


%Page Document. 


Those charges, as well as ad- 
ditional argument on the dispute 
over the Cuban sugar, are de- 
tailed in a nine-page document 
completed but not yet made pub- 
lic, 

The Communist training school 
is said to have been established 
in the Sierra Maestre of south- 
eastern Cuba 

Officially, the conference has 
been called at the request of Pe- 
ru, to consider “‘the exigencies 
of hemisphere solidarity, the de- 
fense of the regional system, and 
the defense of American demo- 
cratic principles in the face of 
threats that might affect them.”’ 
Actually, the assembly provides 
a forum for the mounting dispute 
between the United States and 
Cuba. Most of the other Amer- 
ican nations appear somewhat 
on the sidelines of the dispute, 
sympathizing mainly with the 
United States but in some cases 
discounting the importance of 
the crisis.

LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo, 
Aug. 22 (UPI)—Premier Patrice 
Lumumba was confronted today 
with a warning from secession- 
ist leaders now meeting in Ka- 
tanga province that he cannot 
last more than two weeks. 

“We are determined to over- 
throw Lumumba,” said opposi- 
tion leader Paul Katanga at the 
secessionist meeting. ‘I can 
assure you that Lumumba will 
fall within 15 days.”’ 

The Congolese premier ap- 
pealed to the nation by radio 
not to heed the secessionists 
meeting in Elisabethville at the 
invitation of Katanga provincial 
President Moise Tshombe. 

The most important faction at 
the meeting was a group of 
officials of Congo President Jo- 
seph Kasavubu’s Abako party. 
The Puna and M.N.C.-Kalonji 
parties also were represented in 
talks aimed at reorganizing The 
Congo republic as. a confedera- 
tion with a strictly limited cen- 
tral government. 

There was little that Lumumba 
could do to break up the con- 
ference short of carrying out his 
recent threat to invade Katanga 
province. 

The United has

Lumumba had raised what 
amounted to a racial issue in 
objecting to the use of Swedish 
troops, and also of Canadian 
troops, as a part of the U.N. 
force in The Congo. Kuznetsov 
attempted to straddle the issue 
by objecting to Canadian signal! 
units—used because they are 
fluent in both French and Eng- 
lish—on the ground that Ca- 
nada is a member of NATO.

NEW YORK, Aug. 21—The Air 


Force has ordered two experi- 


mental planes which are ex- 
pected to achieve phenomenal | 
endurance by inhaling air | 
through long thin slots in the | 
wings. 

The craft are regarded as the 
forerunners of huge transports 


able to ferry supplies to remote 
underdeveloped areas and return 


to base without refueling. Other 


versions, able to remain aloft on 


their own for as much as four 
days, could perform a variety of 
military patrol missions. - Missile 
carriers would be the airborne 
counterpart of Polaris-carrying 
submarines. 

The air-inhaling system has 
beén developed by a Northrop 
Corporation team headed by Dr. 
Werner Pfenninger. He is a 
Swiss-born scientist brought to 
Northrop in 1949 for this project. 

The two planes ordered by the 
Air Force will have the body 
and controls of twin-jet B-66 
bombers. The wings, slotted top 
and bottom, will be much larger 
than B-66 wings. The two main 
engines will be Pratt and Whit- 
ney J-57s, much larger than 
standard B-66 engines. There will 
be a third engine in the fuselage 
to provide suction for the system. 

Northrop has been alloted more 
than $20,000,000 to build the 
planes and carry out the tests. 
It is expected that the planes wiil 
be flying in about two years. If 
all goes well the Air Force could 
have the first of a fleet of opera- 
tional transports or patrol craft 
in 1966.

He had the support of the bulk 
of the 7000-man police force and 
army, most of whom are Sene- 


galese. 
The Senegal assembly met 
briefly today, ratified Dia’s 


declaration of independence from 
the federation and constituted 
itself a national assembly rather 
than a state legislature. 

Keita’s dismissal of Dia from 
his job as vice premier of the 
Mali Federation Friday touched 
off the split. Keita, Premier of 
Mali, was trying to strengthen 
his hold on the government be- 
fore the presidential elections in 
which a Senegalese was likely 
to be elected. 

Dakar is the chief city of 
Senegal as well as capital of 
the federation and Dia was on 
home ground. He put Keita 
under house arrest, stationed

Just because they are easy to 
prepare, don’t be too casual 
about the way sandwiches are 
served. Arrange them attractive- 
ly on a plate garnished with tiny 
fruit kabobs, pickle fans, olives, 
apple wedges or deviled egg 
roses. 

Remember that it is imagina- 
tion rather than exotic ingredi- 
ents which decides the success 
of a sandwich.

But it is certainly un- 
known in the political commu- 
nity, where the Gallup results 
are therefore misunderstood. 


Briefly, then, every Gallup poll 
is divided into four regions, 
Eastern, Midwestern, Southern 
and Western. Voting habits in 
the regions differ. The aim is 
to forecast, not the victor in the 
election, but the popular vote. 
Thus the polling samples from 
each region are given a “‘weight”’ 
proportional to that region’s con- 
tribution to the popular vote in 
1956. The national averages are 
then synthesized from the weight- 
ed samples. 


The region that suffers from 
this system is the South, where 
the popular vote is always low in 
national elections. The 13 states 
in Dr. Gallup’s Southern region 
have just under a quarter of the 
population of the United States. 
More important, they have 27.2 
per cent of the electoral college

The A.M.A. position can be plain- 
ly stated. The association has al- 
ways worked to provide the best 
possible care for all the people, but 
is simply opposed to any form of 
compulsory health insurance. 


Why shouldn’t the A.M.A. back a 
bill that would help only those who 
need help? 

hough it may appear that oppo- 
sition to such a deceptively appeal- 
ing device as the Social Security 
approach is opposition to adequate 
medical care, nothing could be 
further from fact. 


In five decades almost 25 years 
have been added to the life expec- 
tancy of the average American. 
This remarkable record was 
achieved largely through the efforts 
of dedicated professional people and 
not through the medium of compul- 
sory health legislation. 


The cost of the Social Security 
approach would be unbelievably 
high and this at a time when our 
nation needs all the money it can 
spare to assure our very existence. 


As life expectancy increases and 
costs go up the tax increase that 
would be needed could wreck the 
entire Social Security system. 


Any physician can see what would 
happen to the country’s hospital 
population in the event of Social Se- 
curity-financed care. . Hospitals 
would be Over-used and become 
overworked to the point where 
large waiting lists of urgent med- 
ical problems could be created. 


The doctor of today is aware that 
the Social Security plan would be 
but the beginning of .some form of 
compulsory federal health insur- 
ance for everyone. 


The basic assumption of all 
groups pressuring for the compul- 
sory Social Security approach is 
that generations of high quality 
medical personnel are self perpetu- 
ating. Would they be? What would 
happen to the quality and quantity 
of medical school applicants?

The old Europe is gone, lost in the two 
world wars in which it embroiled itself. Eu- 
ropeans know this, refaictant as some may be 
to acknowledge it. A new Europe is being born 
—and faster than we seem to realize even 
though Washington is acting as midwife. 

In Paris De Gaulle still is stirred by the 
oriflamme of Joan of Arc, who helped make 
feudal principalities into a united nation. De 
Gaulle’s appeal to ancient patriotism has over- 
come a division of parties, but history is 
carrying France into a united Europe. 

England’s Macmillan is of Churchill’s party. 
Yet he can no longer glory with Churchill's 
ardor in “this happy breed of men, this little 
world, this blessed plot, this earth, this realm, 
this England.” 

Beneath Rhine castles, Adenauer still 
may recall Schiller and Beethoven, language 
and customs just as an Italian premier, shaky 
in his seat in Rome, may recall glories older 
than those of the barbarian Teutons, Franks 
and Britons. But the old flags and the old 
garlands belong to the past.

Europe is in the Economic Age. Economic 


rivalries shattered the past and now threaten 


the future. Economic forces no longer can 
be allowed to divide Europe. Joint economic 
and social policies already are leading the six 
nations of the Common Market toward a com- 
mon parliament. Britain and six other na- 
tions have come together in the Europzan 
Free Trade Association. But Europe’s best 
interests demand a merging of the two groups. 
Foreign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd knows this. 


“We in Britain regard ourselves as part of 
Europe,” he said in the House of Commons 
while pointing out Britain’s difficulties in 
joining the six. The acceptance of their com- 
mon tariff must be reconciled with Common- 
wealth free trade. Britain’s agricultural poli- 
cy, somewhat like the Brannan plan, must be 
reconciled with the continental policy which 
resembles our price support program. And 
so on. Yet the Foreign Secretary acknowl- 
edged that the obstacles may be no more dif- 
ficult than those which the Europeans had 
to overcome. 

Political integration is what worries Lon- 
don. Selwyn Lloyd said that it is not yet 
clear how the Six are going to work out com- 
mon political institutions. The Treaty of 
Rome calls for a common parliament to be 
elected by the voters of the six nations. Be- 
yond that it avoids overly detailed blueprints. 


“Our purpose ds a united Europe,” said the 
Foreign Secretary, “‘and we accept the need of 
some political organization as an element of 
this unity.” But it. is no light matter, he 
added, if the British parliament should be- 
come subordinate to some higher parliament. 
Nor is this a light matter for Paris, Bonn, 
Rome and the Benelux capitals. Yet it is at 
the heart of European unification. They may 
find their solution in a formula similar to that 
of the Constitution which grants certain pow- 
ers to the federal establishment and leaves 
the rest to the states. The best course for 
Britain may have been suggested by a question 
asked of Selwyn Lloyd: 


Is it not the case that if we come in with 
the existing arrangements we shall be in a 
much better position to participate in future 
arrangements than if we stayed out and al- 
lowed these developments to be made with- 
out the benefit of our experience? 


“There is not much time at our disposal if 
we are to avoid a division of Europe,” said 
Selwyn Lloyd. Nor is-there endless time for 
Europe to muster its full strength in a world 
divided between East and West. A balkanized 
little promontory on the Eurasian land mass 
does not fit the pattern of the future. 


More Than a Political Pawn 


For the more than 4,000,000 workers to be 
brought under the federal minimum wage law 
as well as for those already covered, the 
adoption of Senator Kennedy’s bill in’ the 
upper chamber could mean more than a tac- 
tical gain by the Democratic candidate in his 
campaign for the Presidency. 

But the bill still is a bird in the bush. It 
will not be in hand until it is accepted by the 
House and signed by the President. Neither 
step can be taken for granted. The conserva- 
tives who dominate the Rules Committee may 
attempt to block its acceptance in the House, 
and Senator Dirksen and Secretary of La- 
bor Mitchell have spoken of a veto. 

In the Senate, supporters of the bill ac- 

cepted the exclusion of about 500,000 work- 
ers—mostly hotel and restaurant workers and 
automobile and farm implement salesmen— 
from its protection. But Senator Kennedy was 
able to hold the line for the retail store em- 
ployes, the chief beneficiaries of its widened 
coverage. It is difficult to justify. discrimina- 
tion against any group. Yet under pressure 
the concession was a relatively minor one. 
’ The bill would raise the $1 an hour mini- 
mum wage to $1.25 in easy stages that allow 
ample time for adjustment. It deserves to be 
considered on its merits by the House Rules 
Committee and the Administration, but we 
suspect that there as in the Senate partisan 
considerations will not be lacking. 


Sharing a Bigger School Pie 


The Clayton School District’s ability to 
spend $860 a year on each of its pupils, the 
highest per capita expenditure in the United 
States, is largely the result of a happy acci- 
dent. St. Louis commercial interests concen- 
trated their experimental suburban expan- 
sions there after the war, and this activity 
has snowballed into the sizable commercial 
tax valuations on which school spending rests. 
The commercial health of Clayton rests in 
turn on the willingness of retail customers 
from other communities to shop in Clayton. 

The Hazelwood R-1 District in the northern- 
most sector of the county in time may well 
rival Clayton in its ability to support public 
education. A great deal of the county’s new 
industrial wealth already is being concen- 
trated in the Hazelwood area. 
bia Bottoms industrial park scheme becomes 
a reality Hazelwood may well be in possession 
of as much as a third of all the total taxable 
property in the county. Maryland Heights 
District is another in a promising position. 
The Eureka district already is benefiting 
from the school taxes paid by the new Plym- 
outh plant, a happy accident for Eureka. 


But if St. Louis county is a single entity, 


economically and otherwise, shouldn’t all the 
county’s children share in the economic 
growth of their community? We think so. 
The alternatives for parents of children from 
largely residential districts are to carry 
a crushing tax load or put up with second- 
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rate schooling. The only other way out pres- 
ently is to bring in industry and commerce 
helter-skelter, thereby destroying the pleas- 
ant character of much of the county. This 
would mean the end of planning and zoning. 
A rational approach to the problem of pub- 
lic school financing in the county would per- 
mit every child equal access to the county’s 
total tax base, as was proposed by the Metro- 
politan St. Louis Survey. This does not mean 
cutting up the tax pie into smaller pieces, it 
means baking a bigger pie with larger pieces 
for all. The present happy-accident approach 
is more like a lottery in which there is one 
big winner with everybody else the loser. 
Surely it must fall to reasonable change. 


Price Tag, No Label 

The Administration’s new Latin American 
aid program offers Congress a price tag with- 
out a label. The Senate passed the plan by 
54 to 19 after its Foreign Relations Committee 
had approved it unanimously because of an 
urgent Administration request, but reluctant- 
ly because of the vagueness of it. 


All that is certain about the proposal is the 
sum of money involved. A half-billion dollars 
would be authorized for Latin American de- 
velopment, and 100 millions for Chilean earth- 
quake rehabilitation. Congress has not been 
asked to appropriate the actual funds. The 
Administration wanted a program to take to 
next month’§ Inter-American Economic Con- 
ference at Bogota, and Chairman Fulbright 
says that is why the committee approved it. 


Nobody seems to know how the funds might 
be used. _The committee could sympathize, 
with Under Secretary of State Dillon’s argu- 
ment for aiding the sister republics, for Sena- 
tor Fulbright, among others, long ago urged 
the White House not to neglect them. But as 
to objectives, Mr. Dillon merely said the 
funds would be used for land use, housing, 
water, sewage and other projects to aid indi- 
vidual citizens. 


President Eisenhower was no more specific 
in suggesting the program last month. He 
had in mind, he said, “opportunities for free, 
self-reliant men to own land” and housing 
“with emphasis on individual ownership of 
small homes.” In both cases the President 
seemed to wish to tailor Latin American aid 
to Administration preferences, though he 
added that “each nation must of course re- 
solve its own social problems in its own way.” 


The first question Latin Americans might 
ask is whether they will indeed be allowed to 
solve their problems in their own way. They 
already feel that the offer of help is late. 
One Mexican: newspaper says the President 
only presented it “with a gun in hie belly.” 
The Bogota meeting may wonder whether the 
plan was dashed off as a means of buying 
friendship. The only. effective answer ,will 
be to make plain, in advance, that the pro- 
gram has precise .and constructive purposes 
acceptable to the recipients. 

Congressional questioning ought to help 
the Administration sharpen the program be- 
fore taking it to Bogota. If not, Congress can 
still demand a closer definition of it before 

appropriating the money. 


End of a Long Free Ride 


If privately-owned electric power companies 
want to argue the public vs. private power 
issue in paid advertisements, their stockhold- 
ers will have to pay for it themselves. The 
companies cannot charge it to their customers, 
as they tried to do. So the Federal Power 
Commission has ruled, and ruled, we think, 
correctly. By this ruling the customers of 
privately owned utilities are saved from being 
charged for expenditures that were of no 
value to them whatever. 

The present case has taken two years to 
settle. In 1957 a group of 76 companies as- 
sociated in the Electric Companies Advertis- 
ing program published 26 advertisements in 
national magazines at a total cost of $1,995,- 
661. The FPC questioned whether nine of 
these were not political and therefore charge- 
able to the companies rather than to their 
customers. After hearings, a commission ex- 
aminer so ruled. The companies appealed to 
the commission, which heard arguments, and 
has now ruled against the companies with 
respect to eight of the nine advertisements. 


So the matter has been gone into thorough- 
ly. For a long while private power propagan- 
da has been paid for by customers in their 
bills. The FPC ruling suggests that those 
days are gone forever. It remains to be seen 
whether the 76 companies involved in the 
case will be as eager to lambast public power 
in full-page ads, now they have to pay for it, 
as they were when they could charge it to 
their customers. 


The Facts on Unwed Mothers 


There is a kind of morality which is as- 
serted most self-righteously when there is a 
tax dollar to be saved. For example, it de- 
plores aid to dependent children as an invi- 
tation to illegitimacy. So the weird notion 
that many women will accept all the difficul- 
ties of an unwed mother for the sake of a 
“relief” check has been used in one legisla- 
ture after another in an effort to exclude il- 
legitimate children from the dependent chil- 
dren’s program. It also has been pressed 
upon Congress—so insistently that the Senate 
Appropriations Committee ordered an in- 
quiry. A report now has been turned in by 
the Social Security Administration. 

The investigators found that almost all chil- 
dren born out of wedlock—87 per cent, to be 
exact—are being supported by their parents, 
adoptive parents or relatives. Only 13 per 
cent are on the dependent children’s rolls. 
They also found that the average length of 
time aid is received by an unwed mother is 
less than two and a half years, and also that 
a fair number of the women receiving such 
aid are supplementing it by full or part-time 


— In sociologists’ language the report 
said: 


It would be surprising if the motivating 
factor in repeated pregnacies out of wedlock 
were the mother’s desire to increase her as-' 
sistance payments to cover part of the basic 
cost of rearing another child. 


There has been an increase in illegitimacy 
in the last 20 years from about four per 100 
live births in 1940 to about five in 1960. The 
Social Security people find the causes in a 
more tolerant attitude toward illicit sex rela- 
tions, changes in patterns of family life, “go- 
ing steady” in early youth, fewer miscarriages 
and stillbirths, the parents’ lack of integration 
in the community and similar social factors. 

Of course these factors call for. correction. 
But the cure hardly will be achieved by penal- 
izing innocent children,

Six Years After Durham 


New Trial Rule on Insanity Does Not Permit Unwarranted Escape of Criminals 


James Clayton in 
the Journal of the 
American Judicature Society 


Six years have passed since the 
United States Court of Appeals for 
the District of Columbia circuit an- 
nounced its decision in the case of 
Durham v. United States. In those 
years, probably no single decision of 
any court has created as much com- 
ment and controversy among lawyers, 
psychiatrists and those laymen who 
are interested in either. 

Unfortunately for both law and 
psychiatry, a good deal of this com- 

ment has been 
founded on an in-

case and of what 

results that de- 
cision has produced in the courts of 
the District of Columbia. 

The court did, of course, establish 
a new rule to be given to juries>in 
criminal cases when a_ defendant 
pleads insanity. The rule laid down 
in Durham is that an acquittal by rea- 
son of insanity must result if the 
crime was a product of mental dis- 
ease or defect. This replaced the old 
tests that such acquittals must come 
if the defendant did not know the dif- 
ference between right and wrong or 
if his crime was the result of an ir- 
resistible impulse. 


But the court did not, as some critics 
have charged, make the psychiatrist 
the arbiter of criminal responsibility. 
Nor has the court needed 50-odd opin- 
ions to explain what Durham means, 
as other critics insinuate. 


Most important, however, the rule 
established by Durham has not made 
it possible for hundreds of criminals 
to escape proper punishment, as one 
of Washington’s ranking police officers 
claimed before a congressional com- 
mittee two years ago. 

The Durham rule has brought a sig- 
nificant increase in the acquittals by 
reason Of insanity. In the four years

prior to the decision, there were 13 
such acquittals in the District Court, 
D. C.’s primary trial court. In the 
five years since, there have been 78. 

But, when compared with the total 
number of persons convicted of crime 
in the District each year, this number 
is small. 

Part of this increase is directly at- 
tributable to the Durham rule. Part 
of it is due to the emphasis upon men- 
tal problems which the rule causes. 
Cases which would have gone through 
the courts previously with no question 
of mental responsibility are now held 
up routinely for mental examinations. 

More interesting, and far more im- 
portant from the long-range view, are 
the statistics on what happens to those 
who are acquitted of their crimes be- 
cause of insanity. 

Under District law, each person so 
acquitted is automatically committed 
to a mental hospital until he regains 
his sanity and is no longer dangerous 
to himself or to others. Before such 
a person can be released from the 
hospital, the superintendent must cer- 
tify and the District Court must agree 
that he meets those conditions, 


This has taken some of the sting 
out of criticism that the Durham rule 
lets sociopaths (psychopaths) escape 
punishment because of a minor mental 
quirk. A sociopath, if he is acquitted 
by reason of insanity, can be kept in- 
definitely in the hospital as long as he 
remains a sociopath, even though the 
crime with which he was charged 
would have brought a lesser jail sen- 
tence and even though his mental con- 
dition could not have resulted in a 
civil commitment to a mental hospital. 

Of the 90 persons acquitted under 
the Durham rule (12 of these came in 
the Municipal Court, where the Dis- 
trict’s misdemeanors are tried) 58 
were still in the hospital last July. 

These 90 had committed crimes as 
far apart as first degree murder 
(which carries a mandatory death 
penalty in the District) and turning 
in a false fire alarm. : 

Of the 16 murderers so acquitted, 13 
are still in the hospital. 

Of the other 26 persons who have 
been released, three are men whose

Their success must be judged by how 
high their percentage is. 

In all 29 cases, with the exception 
of the three murderers, those released 
as cured have spent just about as long 
in the hospital as they would have 
spent in prison if they had been con- 
victed and sentenced, 


But the cmucial question on which 
the Durham rule must stand or fall 
cannot yet be answered. No one can 
say, on the basis of the evidence, 
whether psychiatrists do a better job 
than prisons in preventing the develop- 
ment of the repeater criminal. 


The prisons do not have a good rec- 
ord. While the threat of a prison term 
may deter some criminals, most au- 
thorities think that at least 65 per 
cent of those who serve one term in 
prison serve another. 

If mental hospitals can do better 
than that, and the trend is running 
\that way now at St. Elizabeth’s, so- 
ciety will benefit most by sending more 
criminals to hospitals and fewer to 
prisons.

The Cardinal players were 
bound to enjoy the. horseshoe 
pitching and barbecue at their 
annual picnic today more than 
at last year’s outing.

largely by stepped-up federal 
outlays and he wants the bulk 
of these for social welfare pur- 
poses. 

He sees no need for tax con- 
cessions to promote private cap- 
ital investments. “If your econ- 
omy is operating at capacity, 
you'll have all the stimulus you 
want for plant expansion and 
improvement,” he says. 

Galbraith is a vehement op- 
ponent of the use of monetary 
policy to curb inflation and of 
the severity with which it has 
been applied by the Federal Re- 
serve. Tight money, he says, 
Shrinks the investment of small 
firms and state and local gov- 
ernment, but leaves the large 
corporations, with their reser- 
voirs of retained earnings, large- 
ly untouched. He blames the two 
recent recessions on money 
curbs. 

IF DEMAND must be held | 
down to prevent price increases, 
Galbraith would choke it by in- 
creasing taxes. But anyway, 
contemporary inflation, he con- 
tends, is not so much a matter 
of excess demand as it is the 
power of large corporations and 
unions to create a profit wage 
spiral. 

Since the Federal! Reserve is 
in theory free to pursue its own 
policy, how would Galbraith 


change its ways? He says there 


is no need to rewrite the central 
bank’s charter. 


“A President who wants to 
take a strong line will never be 
troubled by the independence of 
the Federal Reserve,”’ he says. 
‘The strength of the Federal Re- 
serve in the past has been the 
counterpart of the weakness of 
the President.” 

The Federal Reserve board, he 
predicts, won’t buck either Ken- 
nedy or Mr. Nixon as President. 

Gailbraith is a leading ex- 
ponent of more forceful Gov- 
ernment action to hold back 
wage and price increases in the 
major industries. He has in- 
dorsed legislation proposing pub- 
lic hearings in key industties 
seeking wage or price rises, but 
says he is not wedded to this 
notion. He suggests that tripar- 
tite public, labor and manage- 
ment boards could make recom- 
mendations in the. crucial sectors. 
Whatever the remedy, ‘‘action in 
this area must go beyond injunc- 
tions to be good,”’ he says tartly. 

For all of his attacks on ‘‘con- 
ventional wisdom,”’ Galbraith is 
no heretic in wage policy. Along 
with virtually all economists, he 
thinks pay increases should be 
related to the gains in produc- 
tivity for the economy as a 
whole. 


THE SENIOR economist in the 
Kennedy entourage is the 62- 
year-old Harris, the Lucius N. 
Littauer professor of political 
economy at Harvard. One of 
the earliest disciples of Keynes, 
Harris labored mightily for the 
wide acceptance of the British 
economist’s central idea—that a 
slump in private demand can be 
overcome by increased Govern- 
ment spending or a cut in taxes. 

Sentences tumble from Harris’s 
lively mind in rapid profusion, 
many of them half finished. Be- 
spectacled, he resembles a large, 
kindly owl. 

Harris has been teaching at 
Harvard since 1922 and edits one 
of the leading learned journals, 
the Review of Economics and 
Statistics. He held down several 
wartime jobs in Washington. He 
was a member of the Board of 


Economic Warfare, adviser to 
the War Production Board and 


head of the Export-Import Price 
Section of OPA. 

Like most Kennedy advisers, 
he charges the Federal Reserve 
with ‘‘starving the economy for 


funds.” He attributes the Eisen- 


hower Administration’s devotion 
to money policy as a product of 
Republican distaste for Fed- 
eral intervention in the economy. 
While he would force interest

rates down, he believes in vary- 
ing rates to help temper booms 
and slumps. 

Harris doubts that a 5 per 
cent growth rate is realistic, but 
thinks 4 per cent is. The faster 
pace will be’ reached, he says, 
by operating the Nation’s plants 
and work force nearer to capac- 
ity, by technological break- 
throughs that will increase each 
worker’s output and by the al- 
ready emerging big gain in the 
supply of labor. 

HE WOULD have the Govern- 
ment spur growth in several 
ways. He would greatly increase 
the 6 billion dollars the Gov- 
ernment now spends on research 
and development, especially for 
basic or pure research. He 
would expand outlays on what 
he calls ‘personal’ capital like 
education and make better use of 
the elderly, women, and discrim- 
inated-against minorities in the 
labor force. More federal spend- 
ing for housing, he says, would 
increase productivity. He would 
| counter slumps, ail of which cost 
| growth, through a more aggres- 
sive fiscal policy—spending and 
tax reductions. 


Harris favors a variety of 
weapons to ward off inflation, 
but again his emphasis would be 
on tax increases. He also wants 
a more co-ordinated control over 
credit. Harris thinks the Fed- 
eral Reserve should have stand- 
by authority over consumer 
credit; he argues that the cen- 
tral bank’s actions in tightening 
and easing bank credit should 
march in step with moves by 
other Government agencies that 
affect loans for housing and any- 
thing else. 


“We can’t let one agency do 
what it pleases,” he argues. But 
along with Galbraith, he thinks 
a strong President can bring a 
balky Federal Reserve to heel. 
He, too, believes the Administra- 
tion’s influence must be brought 
to bear directly on major wage 
and price descisions but he dis- 
likes the idea of formal, advance 
hearings. 

Harris says a small rise ‘in 
prices may have to accompany 
quickened growth. 

HARRIS PROPOSES a pot- 
pourri of devices to cope with 
unemployment. Among them are 
a liberalized jobless pay system, 
expanded vocational guidance, 
and a depressed areas bill—big- 
ger than the one Mr. Eisenhower 
vetoed—to bring new industry to 
unemployed pockets. He specu- 
lates about tax penalties for em- 
ployers who do not find jobs for 
machine-displaced workers, Har- 
ris cites this as a ‘“‘conflict be- 
tween growth and equity,” be- 
tween the desire for bigger gains 
in output and justice for work- 
ers. 

Samuelson sees himself as a 
conservative balance to Harris 
and Galbraith. Author of what 
is probably the most widely used 
college text on economics, Sam- 
uelson is a leading product of 
the marriage of higher mathe- 
matics and economics. This new 
breed is labeled ‘‘econometri- 
cian.”’ 


At 45, Samuelson is a man of 
slight build. An MIT professor 
since 1940,.he was a consultant 
to several wartime and Fair 
Deal agencies. Among them 
were the National Resources 
Planning Board, the War Pro- 
duction Board and the Treasury 
Department. He has also ad- 
vised the Rand Corp., the pri- 
vate research agency that does 
most of its thinking for the Air 
Force. 


Samuelson is deeply concerned 
about the advice of ‘‘competent 
military authority that says the 
Nation’s strength vis-a-vis the 
Russians is declining.’”? He would 
make enlarged defense outlays 
the first order of business and 
favors stiffer taxes if they are 
needed to pay for irflation-less 
military increases. 


HE CALLS the recent growth- 
rate “‘poor’’ but is skeptical of 
reaching 5 per cent. 

“A prudent statesman,” he 
says, ‘“‘ought not to insist on 
literal attainment of a 4.5 per 
cent growth and literal stability 
of the consumer price index.” 


He would speed up growth by 
more Federal aid for research | 
and development, picking up the 
current slack in the economy 
through easier money, and ex- 
panded capital formation by both 
private industry and the Gov- 
ernment,

Add the probable Demo- 
cratic majority among. the 
thrown-out ballots of  sus- 
pected non-voters. It then seems 
a fair bet that the Democrats 
actually had a modest over-all 
majority in Dr. Gailup’s un- 
processed ballots. 

A handful of votes would 
produce such a majority, be- 
cause of the narrow base of 
Dr. Gallup’s famous _percen- 
tages. In the last poll, the na- 
tionwide sample was about 1600 
ballots. About 20 per cent were 
thrown out, and the final sam- 
ple was under 1300 ballots. A 
single Gallup percentage point 
would therefore represent not 
more than 13 votes. And the 
mere transfer of 39 votes either 
way would have altered Dr. 
Gallop’s nationwide percen- 
tages, to show Kennedy run- 
ning dead-even with Nixor, or 
to show Nixon leading Kennedy, 
53-41. 

ALL THIS IS NOT intended 
to suggest that Dr. Gailup has 
been cooking his poll. He has 
not been doing anything of the 
sort. Yet the facts have to 
be faced that this poll has be- 
come a fairly major, extra-le- 
gal institution of American po- 
litics. For this reason, such 
things as unannounced trans-

Offerings of corporate bonds for new capital in July amounted 
to about $420,000,000, compared with only $170,000,000 marketed | 
in July 1959, the Federal Reserve Bank of New York reported in | 
its August monthly review.

In 1959, .the amount obtained 
by the issuance of new securities | 
again declined, despite the re- 
surgence of expenditures on new 
facilities. Corporate bonds and 
stocks issued last year amounted 
to $9,748,000,000, down 16 per 
cent from the 1958 total. The 
amount raised last year also 
was less than in either 1955 or 
1956. 

In the first half of 1960, cor- 
porations continued to reduce 
the amount of capital funds ob- 
tained from the securities mar- 
kets. New issues were about 7 
per cent less than in the cor- 
responding period of 1959. 

The money raised in the first 
half of the year for financing 
plant and equipment outlays was 
less than in the comparable por- 
tion of 1959, despite the con- 
tinued increase in such outlays. 
However, the amounts raised 
this year for working capital 
and the retirement of existing 
securities were larger than in 
the 1959 period. 

Lower Interest Rates. 

The increased amount obtained 
from the capital market in July 
reflects the attraction of lower 
interest rates now prevailing and 
the reduced volume of internally 
generated funds resulting from 
the decline in profits and con- 
tinued high levei of dividend 
payments. 

A number of St. Louis-based 
companies have or are making 
trips to the capital markets in 
order to obtain funds for ex- 
pansion.

Critic Repelled 
By TV Fathers 


NEW YORK, Aug. 22. 

I CAN’T SPEAK for the rest of you papas but I feel 
strongly—I might almost say, violently—that the understand- 
ing father bit on television has got out of hand. Just the 
other night I watched the father—whoever he is—in ‘‘Peck's 


Bad Girl’ tell his little 
monster of a daughter: 
“If you did that, I'd be 
mighty proud of you.” 

Then he tiptoed out, 
closing her bedroom door 
softly after him. By 
George, she turned herself 
in for the crime of tres- 
passing on the grounds of 
old Coogan — while the 
whole family was 
wreathed in understanding 
smiles. Last week, it was 
mother who did the under- 
standing, Mother came in 
and found the little Peck 
girl impaled on the horns 
of a dilemma and she 
uttered the kind of line 
that makes Big Daddy 
throw up. “TI find,” said 
Mother Peck softly, 
“when I think people 
don't like me, it’s because I don’t like myself.” 


It’s good, sound psychology, that line. Probably 
it was cleared for take-off by the American Psy- 
chiatric Association and all that. It’s just revoltingly 
sweet, is all. As an old student of American parent- 
hood as depicted on television and, before that, radio, 
I must point the finger of accusation at Robert Young 
of “Father Knows Best” for starting all this. Robert 
Young revolutionized fatherhood on television, and, 
at the time, it was a good thing. 
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ROBERT YOUNG 


Under Young, fatherhood took a great step forward. 
Before Young, all fathers were All-American dopes, out- 
witted by their wives, their children, their neighbors, their 
dogs, even their goldfish. Then Young, the original under- 
standing father, came along. He was the first one to open 
the son’s bedroom door—this became standard operating 
procedure, dispensing wisdom in the bedroom—to find his 
sprout wrapped in perplexity. Seating himself on the other 
twin bed, his face awash with understanding, he delivered 
himself of some such line as: ‘‘Son, when Abraham Lincoln 
was 13, he, too, spilled ink on his father’s pipe rack, and 
you know what he did? He went to his father and said, 
‘Father, now we are met on a great battlefield to see 
whether this family or any family, so conceived and so 
dedicated, can long endure.” 

This sort of parenthood may not seem like a step for- 
ward to you now. But you probably have forgotten “The 
Life of Riley” type father who was incessantly rescued 
from his own folly by his own small children. Originally, 
the understanding father (Young had the field all to him- 
self for a while) was quite a guy—human, normal and re- 
sponsible. 

But over the years, the quality of understanding has gotten 
almost unbearable, In the first place, the problems father 
has to understand on television are of a nature that would 
have driven Solomon out of his mind. The kids in these 
things don’t cheat on the examination just because they want 
to pass their grades. Nothing is ever that simple in television 
domestic comedy. They’re cribbing the answers in order to 
give them to little Patty Franglepuss, who couldn’t study 
up for her own exams because she was taking care of her 
sick grandmother and, if she doesn’t pass, her father will 
lose his post as head of the orphanage. In other words, the 
kids, while committing grave breaches of decorum, are 
always supplied with motives shining with innocence. 

This means that father, sitting down to untangle the 
masses the children get into on television, not only has to 
separate the innocent from the guilty; he has to pick his way 
through a web of justification that would give pause to a 
Brandeis. It makes slobs out of the rest of us fathers. 
Frankly, I belong to the Jean Kerr school of justice. Just 

_ belt everyone within a reasonable distance of the scene of 
* the crime and you're bound to hit the guilty party. 


However, don’t get the idea that I’m complaining 

7 about the TV brand of fatherhood simply because it’s 

¥: unworkable in the home. (If you look to television 

a for guidance in running your life, you'll wind up 

machine-gunning the cop on the beat.) I object to it 

solely and quite properly on the grounds that it makes 
« me sick to look at it. 


You want to know who my favorite father on television 
is? Papa Gillis, father of Dobie, whose favorite expression 
is: “‘I just got to kill that boy!” Father hasn't a spark of 
understanding or a shred of sympathy for his son. He finds 
Dobie, on the whole, appalling and he says so. And, far 
from withering away under this treatment, Dobie Gillis 
thrives. I love that show, especially when Tuesday Weld is 
in it. Miss Weld has a fine girlish ruthlessness, avarice and 
unscrupulousness about her behavior that I find very bracing 
—especially after a diet of ‘Father Knows Best” and ‘‘Peck’s 
Bad Girl.”

Actors Take It on 


Chin in Insurance 


PARIS, Aug. 22. 
THE OTHER DAY, when we were out on the set of 
“Fanny,” which Josh Logan is making in Paris with Charles 
Boyer, Horst Bucholz, Maurice Chevalier and Leslie Caron, 
we noticed two men sitting behind us who were studying 
Chevalier intently. 

“He looks fine to me,” 
one of them said. 

“He looks okay to me,” 
the other one said. 

It ‘turned out the men 
were two American insur- 
ance brokers named Ar- 
thur Ebenstein and Sidney 
Wolkenberg who had writ- 
ten the insurance policy 


on the picture. For a 
$120,000 premium __ the 
“Fanny” film was cov- 


ered for a $2,500,000 loss 
in case anything happened 
to the principals. Because 
Chevalier is seven years 
over the 65-year limit for 
such policies, Logan had 
to pay a special premium 
to insure him. It was for 
this reason that the two 
brokers were so interested

in Chevalier’s health. 

Ebenstein said that the insurance companies had suf- 
fered great losses in recent years by insuring films, and 
the rates were going up all the time. 

It started when Montgomery Clift had his automobile 
accident and almost died while he was ‘making a film with 
Elizabeth Taylor. That cost the insurance companies $400,- 
000. Then Ty Power died in the middle of ‘‘Solomon and 
Sheba,” and the insurance companies had to pay $1,250,000 
to the producers, who remade the film with Yul Brynner. 
When Audrey Hepburn was thrown off her horse in “The 
Unforgiven,’ and production was stopped, the indemnity 
was $250,000. Another big blow was when France Nguyen 
got sick on ‘‘The World of Suzie Wong” and the film had 
to be made again. This may cost the underwriters $750,000. 


Besides insuring films, Ebenstein is the biggest 
broker in insuring movie and television stars. He 
said insurance companies never clamor for movie- 
star business. They are known as “target risks,” 
and because of all their publicity they are subject 
to robberies and lawsuits out of proportion to the 
rest of the civilian population. 


“The automobile casualty companies are petrified to 
write insurance on show business people,’ Ebenstein said. 
“Ninety per cent of the companies won’t touch them, 5 per 
cent will sneak them in as a favor to the broker, and the 
other 5 will only insure them for the bare minimum. In- 
variably the only company that will take them is Lloyd’s, 
at 50 to 100 times thé ordinary premium. 

“The reason is that, no matter what kind of accident 
@ movie star gets into, the insurance companies know from 
experience that the person who sues them is going to go 
for the maximum and if it goes to court the plaintiffs will 
insist on a jury trial, and the jury in almost all cases 
Sides against the actor. 

“To give you an example of how expensive it can be, 
when Dean Martin’s kid bought a $300 car, the only insurance 
I could get him cost $700 a year.” 


As target risks, movie stars, particularly women, 
have a hard time getting insurance. For a while 
after she had been robbed in Beverly Hills, no 
company would insure Zsa Zsa Gabor. Finally 
Lioyd’s agreed to insure her with provisions. The 
provisions were that she had to put a wall safe in 
her home and if she were robbed from any place 
but the safe, she was not covered. 


She had also to keep her jewels in the hotel safe when 
she was traveling and in the summer she had to keep her 
furs in storage. Even with all these provisions, Miss Gabor’s 
rates are about as high as you can get in the business. 

Women living alone are bigger risks than married wom- 
en not living alone, Ebenstein said. When Debbie Reynolds 
broke up with Eddie Fisher, her insurance rates went up 
on the theory that there’s more safety when there’s a man 
around the house. 

Also, people who are constantly popping up in the gossip 
columns are considered bad insurance risks. ‘These girls 
who travel hither and yon like Ava Gardner, Jayne Mans- 
field, Joan Collins and Linda Christian pay high premiums 
for the privilege.” 

Thus, insurance-wise, Marilyn Monroe is better off with 
Arthur Miller than she is without him. 

Later on, before they left the “Fanny” studio, Ebenstein 
and Wolkenberg shaok hands with Chevalier, but we noticed 
they did it very gently.

Dear Dr. Molner: 


HOW DOES ONE get rid of a middle-aged pot belly? 
I do a lot of walking and ‘have cut down on food, but 
the pot remains. What else can I do? D.L.B. 


Quite often I take a long letter and reduce it to the nub 
of the problem. This time I haven’t done any cutting. Would 
that I could ‘cut down a middle-aged pot belly as readily 
as I can trim down a letter. 

Anyway, I thank you for cutting your original letter to the 
irreducible minimum. I will try to do the same with the 
answer. 

It starts with this: How long did it take to acquire the 
pot belly? O.K. Then how long will it take to get rid of it? 


We can’t get rid of the accumulated pot of 20 
years with two months of diet and exercise. Let’s 
say it takes us half as long to take it off as to put 
it on. If it took us 20 years to put it on, we shouldn't 
begrudge 10 years to take it off. 


In this respect, I am not in the best position (or should 
I say ‘“‘not in the best shape’’) to tell you what you should 
have done. I like to eat, and I have no choice but to spend 
a lot of hours at my desk, and I’ve gained some weight. I 
admit it: too much! 

At the same time I still have the timing and muscular 
tone to play a pretty fair game of golf or to bowl a good 
line or two. But just having good muscular co-ordination 
isn’t enough, and for most of us just getting some sporadic 
exercise isn’t enough.

King Leopold II Took Control Without a Single Soldier or Ever Visiting It, Gave It to oe

IT WOULD BE UNNATURAL 
if, behind King Baudouin’s ob- 
viously heartfelt good wishes for 
the future of an independent 
African Congo, there is not also 
a throbbing of regret. To Bel- 
gium’s Royal House the Congo, 
which became independent on 
June 30, has always been more 
than merely a distant national 
possession, It is a royal crea- 
tion. 

The great, rich Congo, spread 
across the heart of the African 
land mass, was gained for Bel- 
gium by one man alone—Bau- 
douin’s great granduncle, Leo- 
pold IIl—in a display of ,enius 
and cunning which amazed the 


world.

It was more than a dream, 


because the King foresaw that 
a thriving little imdustrial coun- 
try would need overseas mar- 
kets for its products and over- 
seas sources of raw materials. 


From his ministers, industrial- 
ists and business men, who were 
blinded by the homeland’s pros- 
perity, he could get no support. 

And so this ruler of a small 
land, cramped by constitutional 
limitations on his power, began 
to look beyond Belgium. He took 
an interest in the development 


‘of China and negotiated with the 


Spanish Government for the ces- 
sion of the Philippines. Finally, 
reports of exploration in Central 
Africa determined his objective. 


He helped to establish the 
International Africa Associ- 
ation with himself as presi- 
dent of the executive commit- 
tee. News came that the jour- 
nalist-explorer, Stanley, made 
famous by finding Dr. Living- 
stone, had arrived at the 
mouth of the Congo after 
crossing the continent. King 
Leopold sent for Stanley and 
took him under his patronage. 
For five years Stanley explored 
Central Africa, establishing a 
number of stations.

The 
nations of Europe thundered 
their protests but Leopold played 
one country off against the other. 
In 1884 he gained international 
approval of the transformation 
of the association—which actuals 
ly consisted of himself and a 
few enthusiasts—into the inde- 
pendent Congo State with him- 
self as its sovereign. 


Without a single soldier, pow- 
er or big funds, but with vision, 
courage and tenacity—and cun- 
ning—King Leopold carved out a 
great colonial empire. The con- 
stitutional sovereign of a small 
state, he now became the auto- 
crat of a vast, distant territory. 
Belgium had nothing to do with 
the Congo—the only link was 
the King. 

Leopold could get no money 
for development from the Bel- 
gian Government, and when the 
Congo Association’s initial funds 
were exhausted the only solution 
was to dip deeply into his pri- 
yate resources. With the collabor- 
ation of engineers and officers 
of the Belgian Army and many 
foreigners, Leopold set about 
establishing an administration

This 
was untrue; he had a brilliant 
brain, physical strength and a 
passion for work, and he never 
neglected Belgian affairs. 


If King Leopold had been popu- 
lar, his task would have been 
much easier, but all his life he 
scorned popularity. A cynical 
misanthrope, embittered by the 
loss of his only son, he was a 
bad and unfaithful husband and 
a tyrannical father to his daugh- 
ters. He was bitterly attacked in 


the press for the scandals of his 
private life. 

“They have treated me as a 
robber and assassin,’’ the un- 
happy old man sometimes said. 


In time the Congo, with its 


great natural resources, pro- 
vided Leopold with an income of 
millions which he used _ for 
further development, the em- 
bellishment of Brussels and 
private investment. To him 
money meant only the instru- 


ment of rule. 

By 1908 Belgium, long sharing 
in the King’s world-wide wn- 
popularity, decided to take the 
territory over. Leopold offered 
no resistance for this was what 
he had always planned. He 
thrust on a still-reluctant Belgium 
the gift of a colony 80 times its 
own size. Belated homage was 
paid to him. 

In time the Congo was to see 
Belgium through two terrible 
wars, yield raw materials worth 
millions and, in the atomic age

Making Voting Easier 


W YORK, Aug. 20. 

I HAVE BEEN EMPHASIZING lately the importance, 
in our democracy, of making it possible for the greatest 
number of people to take part in their government through 
their vote. 

So I was delighted to learn that people in New York 
City will be able to take literacy tests—a requirement for 
voting—in each of the boroughs. They will not have to 
journey from wherever they live to a central office in the 
Board of Education Building in Brooklyn. 

It seems to me, however, that setting up a single center 
for these tests in each borough is too meager a concession. 
Why is it not possible to establish such a center by each 
registration office in the nearest school? This would make it 
even more convenient to take the tests. 

A letter to me made the suggestion that sample literacy 
tests might be published in the city’s nage gee news- 
papers so that those not very familiar with English could 
study the type of question they might be asked and thereby 
approach the test with a greater assurance. 

The writer of this letter says also that she is often de- 
prived of her privilege of voting because she has children 
whom she can’t leave at home alone. She finds it difficult 
to keep the children with her in the long queue as it moves 
slowly in the voting place. Her husband works some distance 
away and the couple cannot arrange for one to be at home 
while the other votes. | 

Would it be possible for volunteers to be organ- 
ized to baby-sit at certain hours on election day? 

Or for a space to be found in some building near the 

voting or registration place where volunteers could 

offer to entertain children while the parents reg- 
istered or voted? 

This woman correspondent would like to have election 
day declared a legal holiday, and I have often thought this 
would be a good idea. This cannot be done this year, so 
let’s try to meet the need in some other way. 

Now is the time to organize all of these things, and 
everyone interested in good government should be working 
now toward getting more people registered. 

IF THERE IS a committee to study the necessity for a 
national fuel oils policy, I hope it will bring out the fact that 
the importation of crude and residual oils is carried on by 
the big international importers.
